Before use, check the rated voltage of your unit (printed on bottom of unit]. Make sure it matches 
your local voltage. 

CAUTION: To prevent electrical shock, match wide blade of plug to wide slot. Insert plug fully.

If AC cord is unplugged, please wait 5 seconds before AC cord is plugged in again. 

( BACK-UP FUNCTION ^ 

Be sure to install an optional 9V battery [6F22] for the power back-up function. If the AC power 
supply is interrupted, the battery supplies power to keep all date, time and CD/Radio program 
memory. 
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• During power interruption, the back-up battery will keep track of the time and store the alarm 
settings and preset stations until the power returns. The 9V back-up battery will operate the clock 
on LCD display only, but not the radio, CD player, or alarm. 

Note: If you are listening to music [CD/Tuner] while power interruption occurs, it is advisable to 
turn off the unit by pressing the (!) button once. 

When to Replace the Battery 

To check the battery condition, unplug the AC power cord from the wall outlet and plug it in again 
after a few minutes. If the displayed time is incorrect replace the battery with a new one. 
Caution 

• Be sure to install the back up battery before disconnecting the AC power cord. 

• When the unit is left unplugged for a long time, remove the battery to avoid discharge and unit 
damage from battery leakage. 

• To prevent the risk of electrolyte leakage or explosions, never recharge, apply heat to it, or take 
apart the battery. 

If Erroneous Operation or Display Occurs 

Should a malfunction such as CD disc cannot be 
retrieved is occurred, reset the unit by pressing the 
RESET switch with a thin rod at least one time. If the unit 
still cannot be reset unplug the AC power cord from the 
wall outlet and remove 9V back-up battery from the 
compartment. [All the data you stored previously will be 
lost). Resume the unit back to normal operation.

Note: You can change your wake up mode and time when you review alarm 1 and alarm 2

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CARE AND MAINTENANCE 



General Guidelines 

• Do not touch the laser lens on the CD player. 

• Temperature changes may cause condensation on the laser lens. If condensation forms on 
the lens, leave the unit alone for about an hour or until the condensation is evaporated. 

• Do not leave the unit exposure directly under sunlight or extreme heat such as inside a car 
parked in the sun. This can cause damage or malfunction. 

• To prevent dust from reaching internal components, do not leave compartment doors (such 
as back up battery door] opened. 

• Do not cover unit with cloth. 

Handling of Compact Disc 

• Treat your CDs carefully. Always pick up the CDs by their edge and put them back in their 
holders immediately after use. 

• Always wipe the compact disc from center to the edge of disc with a soft dry cloth.
